OHS is no more. In 1952 two new high 
schools, W. R. BOONE and EDGEWATER, 
were opened and the existing school be- 
came HOWARD JUNIOR HIGH. Three more 
high schools in the greater Orlando 
area have been opened since---MAYNARD 
EVANS, O&K RIDGE AND COLONIAL bringing 
to thirteen the number of high schools 
serving the county. 


Mr. BOONE became principal in 1931 
and served with devotion and esteem of 
all who knew him until his death at the 
end of the school year in June, 1952. j 
Mrs. BOONE still lives at their resi- 
dence on Michigan Avenue with her in- 
terest in flowers and tutoring students.
